STRINGS OF P. DUNNE. LON JOHNSON AND 
OTHERS REACH LOUISVILLE. 

Owner Dunne Says Only Few Yearlings Are Being 
Broken at Saratoga — Sinfran Changes Hands — 
Former Chinn Racer Reinstated. 



Louisville, Ky.. Soptemlier 9. — Pat Dunne arrived 
today at ('lnirehiil Downs from Saratoga with his 
string of -ix racers. lie lias The Peer, Crash. 
Malian. Agawan. Agility and Barn Dance. The last 
named is a two-year-old. The long trip seemed to 
affect him. For awhile Mr. Dunne was alarmed 
over the condition of the youngster, but he linally 
came around all right. With the Dunne horses 
came former jockey Tommy Burns with the useful 
performer. Glucose. Burns also brought Miramar 
west for trainer Charles Hughes. Another arrival 
was Lon Johnson, who brought four two-year-olds, 
lted wine, lluxter. Bad News II. and Bannock Ban. 
ltedwiiu- was purchased from P. T. Cliinn, who is 
under suspension. Mr. Johnson was assured by offi- 
cers of the Canadian Racing Associations that the 
horse had been reinstated as soon as lie displayed a 
bona tide Id 11 of sale. Johnson states that J. Stock- 
ier lias sold to J. S. Ward the good horse Sinfran. 
This racer was run up in a race at Hamilton and 
Mr. Stockier did not protect him against a bid of 
$9<Hl. Tin* bidder disappeared in the crowd and 
when the horse was again offered for sale no hid 
was made, so Mr. Stockier retained him. Stockier 
had the son of Scintillant loaded on a ear at De- 
troit ready to start west when Mr. Ward lxiuglit 
him and shipped him with the remainder of his 
string to Lexington. There were hut two arrivals 
today from Estonia. Seott Williams brought St. 
llario and Ornaniosa. and eight horses owned by 
.T. Calm came in this evening. 

Pat Dunne says tliat only alxmt thirty yearlings 
are lielng broken at Saratoga. Twenty-two of these 
are owned by R. T. Wilson. Jr., the owner of 
oiamlmla. The others are owned by J. E. Madden. 
Mr. Dunne says that lie was informed bv Mr. Mad- 
den that lie had sold and traded all of liis horses In 
training with the exception of two. 

Secretary Lyman II. Davis lias received ten be- 
lntcd nominations for the Churchill Downs stakes 
from Edward Corrigan, bringing the total number 
up to <>22. The Corrigan horses, now racing in the 
west, will lx- shipped to Louisville for the fall meet- 
ing. 

F. J. Pons expects to spend close to $10,000 this 
fall improving the farm he lias purchased in Ten- 
nessee. He ultimately intends to have a nice private 
breeding stud there so as to enjoy racing some horses 
lie has raised. He also expects after this season to 
s|MMid around six months of the year on his Tennes- 
see farm. Itoseboro is the horse Mr. Pons recently 
sold to James Arthur in Canada.

GOLDEN DAYS OF THE TURF. 



Reminiscences of Famous Races and Prominent Turf- 
men of the Long Ago Interestingly Related. 



Replete with interesting reminiscences and side- 
lights of the golden days of the turf is a resume of 
tlic history of racing at Saratoga and famous races 
at other eastern tracks to which the New York Sun 
recently devoted two of its pages. After referring 
to the blighting effects of the Hughes crusade- 
against, the great s[x>rt of thoroughbred racing, the 
Sun goes on to say: 

“But the Puritan present cannot outride and ride 
down the cavalier past. As we are watching tonight 
under the arching Saratoga elms the golden memo- 
ries of tin* long ago come trooping hack again. We 
hear the shouts of the thousands watching the battle 
is> twee n Longfellow and Harry Bassett at Long 
Brunei! rc'-ceboed by more shouting thousands when 
these splendid champions of a faraway turf meet 
again at Saratoga. The hoof beats of Salvator over 
the prepared track at Monmouth, when a new record 
for tin* mile was established, come hack to us 
through the years as we listen in memory to the 
hoof beats of Springlsik and Preakness. as they race 
neck and neck past Hie judges' stand on even terms 
for tin- Saratoga Cup. 

“Those are mellow memories of mellow times, 
when gentlemen drank from the stirrup cup. when 
gentlemen were sportsmen and sportsmen were gen- 
tlemen, and when the American thoroughbred ran 
true to bis form. Those were the days when the 
lirst August Belmont ntul John Hunter and William 
It. Travers, who together owned and raced the 
great Kentucky, and Janies M. Marvin, the first 
president of the Saratoga Racing Association, and 
Leonard Jerome, who won many a dollar on fine 
Dime, ami Gen. Stephen Sanford, still looking 
through bis field glasses at the racing of horses of 
his own breeding at the llurrieana Farm, raced for 
glory first and money last, and then lalke-d it all 
over at a dinner at Moon's, washed down with an 
old burgundy or an older t«irt. 

“And then there came that later ejxx-li when the 
gel of Lexington, ‘the father of the American thor- 
oughbred,’ and Kentucky and Longfellow and Bonnie 
Scotland and Virgil and Glenelg and Ilimyar came 
to the races, and the butcher brothers of Brooklyn, 
Mike and Phil Dwyer, were invincible on the race 
courses of the east from the days of Rliadainanthns 
to the days of Hanover. To lie sure, the measure 
of the Dwyers’ horses was sometimes taken by those 
turfmen from the Kentucky blue grass. Cliinn and 
Woodford and Milton Young and J. W. Hunt Reyn- 
olds. and later by James It. Keene, the sturdy and 
grizzled vice-chairman of the Jockey Club. But 
individual turf history lias no finer record, not even 
lliat of the Duke of Westminster, or the Karl of 
Itosebcrv or even of England's late king, than that 
of the Dwyer brothers while their red. blue sasli and 
red cap wen* carried by Kliadainanthus. the black 
beaut v that was their first thoroughbred venture; 
Bramble. Miss Woodford, George Kinney. Barnes. 
Hindoo. Luke Blackburn, Tremont, Hanover and 
Handspring. 

“And then came that western Invader. E. J. 
(Lucky) Baldwin, lucky in milling and lucky on tin* 
turf, when lie brought from the broad acres of the 
Santa Anita Ranch in California. 3.000 miles across 
the continent. I.os Angeles, that wonderful daughter 
of Glenelg and La Polka, to measure strides with 
the liesl in the east and beat them: Mission Bell, 
whose tolling as sin- flashed by the winning post 
knelled the defeat of some of the smartest fillies 
bred in Kentucky or anywhere else, and the mighty 
Etnperor of Norfolk, believed by Baldwin to lie tin* 
greatest thoroughbred that ever wore plates, and 
tip- game Volatile. 

“Alul by and by in those olden, golden (lavs 
came that lustv. crusty, fighting Irishman. Ed 
Corrigan, with Modesty, queen of the turf of her 
time; Freeland, which seemed to be tit to race 
for any man’s money on any day and on any track. 



Since the English flai racing season opened at Lincoln last Marcli American-bred horses racing in Eng- 
land hud won eiglity-four races up to August 24. besides lielng placed in many more. This makes the Amer- 
ican invaders a force of considerable Importance in English turf affairs. The Belmont. Carroll and Whitney 
horses have won a fair proportion of these races, but the majority lias Ix-on won by American horses in 
English ownership, a circumstance flattering to American pride. May 21 and July 24 Daily Racing Form 
published tables giving (lie particulars of the running of our horses placed in their races and now gives an- 
other, carrying on th ■ story to and including the racing of August 24:

anil Pearl Jennings, she that could race and win 
straight miles or mile beats with equal satisfaction 
to her owner and her backers. 

“Meanwhile the brothers Lori 11 a rd. Pierre and 
George L. — Pierre, the master of Rancoeas and the 
owner of the great Parole and Iroquois, the only 
American-bred horse that ever won the English 
Derby, and Barrett and I ncas; George L.. owner of 
tlie great Monitor and the unbeaten Sensation and 
Kerida, which, like old Beil Holladay. could run 
bettor tlie farther she went — were battling for turf 
honors with the Dwyers and Milton Young and 
General Jackson of Belle Meade and Baldwin and 
Corrigan and the rest and more than holding their 
own. And right aixiut here in the turf almanac 
nmy he found the turf debut of those two ultra 
fashionable young gentlemen. Frederick Gehliard 
and E. Berry Wall. 

“Both Gebhard and Wall had recently coine into 
their inheritances. Gehliard by way of honest whis- 
key and Wall by the ropcwalk. Wall was in the 
limelight as king of the dudes. Gehliard. quiet, self- 
jxissessed. tall and liroad of shoulder and us hand- 
some and well dressed a bonlevardier as any metrop- 
olis over knew, was the owner of Eole. tlie splen- 
did son of Kolos and War Song: Eloist. by the same 
sire, and St. Savior. later to become a sensational 
thoroughbred and a sensational sire. Tlie speed and 
stamina of Eole were transmitted to Ethelliert and 
by hint to those great thoroughbreds of today. Fitz 
Herliert and Dalmatian. Wall broke Into the turf 
with two horses. Wallflower and Ghost. Phew! 
But it was a swift pace that Gehliard and Wall set. 
Double eagles to either of them were as dimes, and 
there seemed to lie no Ixittom to the cash barrel of 
either. But there was. and poor Gebhard is slowly 
dying today in what to him must bo modest lodgings 
on the border of the gay white way. which lie knew 
and loved so well. Wall is no longer regarded as 
the king of tlie dudes, hut if fashions didn't change 
lie had clothes enough left from his halcyon days to 
keen him comfortably clothed for a docado or two. 

(Note— Frederick Gehliard lias died since this arti- 
cle was published in the Sun.) 

“Wall, as the story comes down through the 
years, took umbrage at something Gebhard was 



alleged to have said. He concluded to take np tlie 
matter and settle it in the bamxrni of the United 
States Hotel at Saratoga. Nobody oiitsldo of a very 
few ever knew what really took plaeo. lint the 
pleasantest feeling did tint exist between the two 
young men and the outcome of it all was a lot of 
talk about a match race between Eole and Wall- 
flower. The match was not arranged and so far 
as history records tliat was the last nersona! en- 
counter lie tween Gehliard and Wall. But it was not 
long after that Eole scored a memorable triumph 
u lii'ii from post to iinish ho won for his owner tin* 
famous match race against Milton Young’s Getaway 
at Saratoga on August 12. 1881. Getaway was the 
favorite, hilt Foie won the match by four lengths. 

“John Morrissey, champion prizefighter of the 
world, congressman and first lessee of the Saratoga 
track, having been gathered to liis fathers. Charles 
Reed (still hale and hearty, though not far from 
eighty) succeeded to the ownership of the famous 
Saratoga Club and bora me lessee ol the Saratoga 
track. Ho bad made the experiment of raising 
thoroughbreds in the north i-oiinlry at the Meadow 
Brook Farm on tlie eastern shore of Saratoga Lake. 
Although he imported Feebler and Lowlamler from 
England and hail among ids inures the great Thorn 
and Ilen’opcn, the venture was not a success. Then 
lie abandoned the north country farm, wont to Ten- 
nessee, bough t Exile and sent to the races such 
horses as Dobbins and Yorkvllle Bello. 

"Gen. Stephen Snnf >rd had been experimenting 
in tlie breeding of t horoiighhnxls at Amsterdam. N. 
Y., with indifferent success. In the Saratoga Club 
one night Rood got the general over in a corner and 
told li i in ho could never get size and strength and 
speed in horses bred in a cold climate. General 
Sanford is a very determined man. He usually 
carries through to success that which lie plans. He 
had made np liis mind to raise winning thorough- 
breds on Ids own farm, oven if tliat farm were in 
Molinwk Valley anil they had to plough out the roads 
in winter to let even log sleighs pass. So, quite 
characteristically. lie replied to Reed: 

“ ‘Reed, you wait and see. I shall not only breed
